Admiseion Day in Los Angeles passed 
off yery quietly. There was no celebra­ 
tion during the hours of daylight, and as 
the iity, county and 8tate government 
odices together with the banks and 
wholeeaie houses were closed, there was 
a holiday air about the streets. Many of 
the tetad bouses, however, kept open all 
day. ami seemed to do ae much trade as 
usual. The only event of importance in 
the early part of tho day was the depart­ 
ure of the train bearing the excursionists 
lo the steamer that waB to take them to 
Catalina, (¿uite a large crowd departed 
for the twenty-four-hour trip, and 
tkeen 
wiil 
return 
today. 
The 
railroads were well patronized during the 
day, for many took advautage of the 
occasion to visit the seaside or tho sur­ 
rounding country. In the evening, how­ 
ever, the thirty-ninth anniversary was 
celebrated iu grand style by the Native 
donf? of the Golden West at Turner 
Hall. It had been announced that the 
proceedings would commence at 8 
o’clock, and by that time the large hall 
wa.i well filled. Tho ladies belonging to 
the Native Daughters had taken an active 
interest in the affair, and in consequence 
tho hall was handsomely decora'ed. 
The stage was very appropriately adorned 
with flags and guidons bearing on them 
symbols of the order of the Native Sons, 
and directly in front of the Chairman, on 
a pedestal, was a stuffed bearskin. 
Dr. E . M . G riffith w as P residen t of the 
ev en in g, an a occupied th e cen tral seat 
on the stage, w h ich w as quite w ell filled 
w ith the speakers, officers an d past cffi 
cera of the organization. 
At 8:30 Prof. Arénela’ orchestra 
opened the exercises with an overture, 
after which Dr. Griffith 
introduced 
Mayor Hazard, who epoke as follows: 
MAYOR HAZARD'S ADDRESS. 

P re s id e n t, L ad ies and G e n tle ­ 
men— E arly in life I began the

am en ds for th e shortcom ings of

th e h ym en ­ 
ea l 
altar 
of 
th e 
G olden 
W est. 
C alifo rn ia h as been a land of wonders 
an fl rem arkable ch a rg ee . 
T h e cloud s of 
wat betw een tL e U n ited States an d M ex­ 
ico h ad h a rd ly been 
dissipated b y a 
treaty of peace, ere the d isco very of gold 
w as m ade in th is State. 
T h e glisten in g 
bayonet of conquest w as, as if b y m agic, 
con verted into th e shin in g pick of the 
m in er. 
T h e great and grow ing unreet 
th at m anifested itself am ong the people 
of th e A tla n tic seaboard on th e first an ­ 
nouncem ent of the discovery of gold w as 
follow ed b y a stam pede w estw ard of all 
th e ad ventu rous ch aracters of the age. 
T h e m ountains an d v a lle y s of th e great 
State w ere soon aliv e and teem in g w ith 
the 
restless 
sp irit 
of 
adventure. 
It 
aoon 
becam e 
populated 
by 
a 
class 
of 
people bent 
on 
speculation 
and the acquisition o f w ealth by m in ­ 
ina. 
N o one dream ed of perm anently 
rettlin g in C alifornia and developing her 
resources, or acq uiring a com petence by 
agriculture p u rsuits or business m ethods 
upon arrival h e r e ; but the salu brity of 
her clim ate an d th e fertility of her soil 
induced m a n y, h ow ever, w ho cam e for 
gold to return for th eir fam ilies. 
T o the 
m arried m an, the thought of h om e, the 
faithful wife and little ones th at clu s­ 
tered arouud her 
knee, 
haun ted liis 
cabin by day an d gave to h is dream s by 
night the hope th at h e w ould b rin g her 
aud the little ones out in the “ sp rin g” 
to the land of gold and su n shin e. 
To 
him not m ated b y law , bu t w hose heart 
still fon dly lin gered beyon d th e Sierras 
iu v iv id recollection o f the d ear one left 
behind h im , to h im C alifo rn ia w as de­ 
void of th at ch arm w h ich g ives to life 
the crow n of perfect bliss. 
In the days o' ’49 that old familiar song, 
“The Girl 1 Left Behind Me,” had a 
doubly dear and familiar strain; oft- 
timeo sung, but oftou were the pledges 
contained in its homely verses broken. 
Ttie winds of the mountains murmured 
its seductive melodies to the valleys be­ 
low, and ihe solitary palms, stately in 
their loneliness, dotting the trail of the 
weary pioneer across the desert land 
stood eilent. witnesses to these oft-re­ 
peated pledges; but “ the bees did not 
lavish, or fail to make their store, the 
dove did net bscoraea ranger, the falling 
waters did not eeaeo to roar,” but the 
bright-eyed eefiorita often caused the 
recreant lover to forget “ the girl he left 
behind him,” and many were the broken 
hearts left in the Eastern States await­ 
ing the return of loved ones. For years 
the mails were full of inquiries for lost 
friends, husbands and lovers, whose 
fate will only be revealed when 
the angel shall roll the stone away. 
Having spoken to you a few words of the 
past history of California, the brief out- 
liue of which is replete with the story of 
hardship and privation, who shall reveal 
her proud triumphs and achievements 
in the years to come, aud what pro­ 
phetic hand can withdraw the curtain 
that veils her future destiny. She has 
just entered ou her career of greatuess, 
the story of which for the last forty years 
has given a charm to the moet exciting 
pages of history. What can be said of 
her future ? She will contioue to be one 
of the brightest stars in the galaxy of 
8tates, and her one and daughters will 
be proud to know that although the 
seeds of Statehood were planted in the 
wild and exciting times of border life, 
she will always stand pre-eminent in re­ 
finement and civilization, a noble herit­ 
age to her Native Sons and Daughters. 
Prof. William Brown, the cornet solo­ 
ist, rendered a selection from Rossini’s 
8tabat Mater in an artistic manner, and 
was generously applauded. 
Albert M. Hathorn was next intro­ 
duced, and sang a bass solo entitled “ A 
Friar of Orders Gray.” In response to 
An encore he gave “Homeward Bound.” 
HON. B. M WHITE’S ADDRESS. 
Hon. 8. M. White, Past President of 
i Ramona Parlor Ho. 109, was nazt intro­ 


duced and delivered an address full of 
interest. He eaid: 
Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
This day celebrates tho admission of 
California into the Union. 
Until today 
the laws of thiB State did not recognize 
the day as a holiday. 
But the last Leg­ 
islature unanimously passed Jaws which 
have resulted in the 9rh of September 
being recognized as California’s holiday. 
This has been done bv the efforts of the 
Native Sons of the Gulden West. It is a 
day set apart; a day upon which the 
Californian st^psto think of his heritage. 
The organization of Native Sons is 
now quite large, numbering between 
7.000 and 8,000. In San Jose today, 
3.000 and 4,000 Native Sons 
are 
in line. 
I call attention to this to 
show the deep interest taken in the 
order. I shall not detain you to make 
extended remarks, but will briefly state 
the main objects of the order. In the 
first place, love of country is always 
considered a laudable exercise for the 
humau mind. We are living under a 
flag from which no exile except one 
who has committed crime need flee. 
Surely if ever a people had cause to be 
thankful for the great good that God 
has given them it is our own people. 
Our organization being a young organ­ 
ization it must be supposed that there 
is a great deal of enthusiasm in it. We 
feel that ti ere is a history back of us 
not belonging to us in the sense that 
we made it. It is a history we can refer 
to with feelings of exaltation. It is in 
the contemplation of those from whom 
we sprung that we find subject for 
thought and reflection. 
From their 
achievements we can get lessons. Let 
us deduce from their lives of matchless 
energy lessons that will be of value to us. 
Let us in this year reflect whether or not 
it is in our power to do better than we 
have done. One hundred years ago the 
first Chief Justice took oath of office, and 
there^ has been nothing torn down. 
Looking at the great 
instrument 
handed down to us, the Constitu­ 
tion, do not let us be still. 
Let 
us preserve it untainted. All history 
teems with lessons of the danger 
which comes from vast aggregations of 
money, and we must see that the right 
of property is guarded with jealous care. 
If there is any reason in the Native Sons 
for more than social intercourse it is to 
hold these maxims of liberty and gov­ 
ernment dear. I hope the day is not far 
distant when it can be said of the native 
sons that they play a prominent part be­ 
cause of their examples as good citizens. 
We are attempting to make the order of 
such a character that none who are un­ 
worthy may be in it. 
We seek to do 
nothing not in consonance with the aims 
of good citizenship, and trust that, 
through all the years of its existence, you 
will mark its growth, increase and further 
usefulness.” [Applause.] 
Miss Frances McCreery, President of 
La Esperanza Parlor No. 24, Native 
Daughters of the Golden We3t, gave a 
vocal solo entitled “Yellow Roses.” 
c o l. a y k rr’s a d d re ss. 
Col. J. J. Ayers was then introduced 
and delivored the following address, dur­ 
ing the delivery cf which he was repeat­ 
edly inlerrupted by the applause of the 
audience: 
Native Sens of the Golden West: 
I take great pleasure in addressing you 
upon this anniversary of the admission 
of California into the Union. 
This ploasure is enhanced by the fact 
that as a pioneer I look upon you as the 
successors of the Argonauts—the custod­ 
ians of their archives, the chroniclers of 
their times, and the guardians of their 
fame. 
I had the honor of a porsonal acquaint­ 
ance with the founder of your Order— 
General A. M. Winn. He was a typical 
representative of that hardy race, fast 
passing away, which moulded the insti­ 
tutions of our voung State. Untiring and 
unselfish, he devoted the doclining years 
of a brave aud active life to the noble 
work of elevating and bettering the con­ 
dition of his fellow men. 
He was a natural organizer, and in the 
contest between labor and capital, which 
began in this State early in the sixties, 
he took the lead in forming the working 
classes into compact associations so as to 
make themeelves felt in the halls of leg­ 
islation. Hu early gave the weight of 
his advocacy in the Congress of Trades 
to the eight-hour law, and was among 
the first to agitate, through organized 
effort, the opposition to Chinese immi­ 
gration which culminated two years ago 
iu the Exclusion act. 
But the crowning effort of his busy 
career was the founding of the or­ 
ganization 
which 
I 
now 
have 
the honor of addressing. By this happy 
inspiration he perpetuated in the State 
he loved so well an institution which 
would hand down to posterity the stir­ 
ring traditions of an era that has chal­ 
lenged the wonder and the admiration of 
mankind. If an American Yirgil shall 
arise to eing in lofty notes the epic of the 
Argonauts, his task will have been 
smoothed and facilitated by the crystal- 
ization of the sublime conception of Gen­ 
eral A. M. Winn. 
It is not easy to realize that in the 
short span of one lifetime changes have 
taken place in California that represent 
and illustrate centuries of mutation in 
older countries. There is included be­ 
tween the years 1849 and 1889 in this 
State a progress which if applied to 
European development would mark the 
ages that transpired between the cmde 
pastoral life of the nomads and the high 
est order of modern civilization. 
Let ns for a moment glance at the two 
pictures. 
Ia 1849, if we omit a score of 
Spanish settlements in the vicinity of 
tlid old missions, the whole territory of 
Alta California was a wilderness. 
San 
Francisco was a city of tents. 
Sacra­ 
mento and Stockton were mere embar­ 
caderos and starting points for the mines. 
Los Angeles was an adobe pueblo, as 
was Monterey, and these two settle­ 
ments were at that time the most con­ 
siderable places in point of civilized ac­ 
commodation in the whole State. Small 
hamlets had gathered around the mis­ 
sions of Santa Barbara, San Luis Obispo, 
Santa Clara and San Diego. Captain 
Sntter had erected a mud fort near the 
American river where it debouches into 
the Sacramento, and a few trading posts 
had gathered around it. 
Tho Russians 
had established a quasi military post in 
Mendocino, and raised wheat for Sitka 
and FetropauloBki on the fertile banks of 
Russian river. Sonoma was renowned 
as the hamlet where the Bear Flag had 
been raised three years before by a party 
of Americana—the precursor of the great 
change that was about to take place. 
This was about the map of civilised Oali- 
ifornia when gold was discovered at 
Coloma. * 
Two hundred thousand people were 
precipitated npoa these shores ia leea 
than a year and a half after the dis- 
oovery of gold. The great majority of 


them were yo u n g m e n im b u e d with the 
sp irit of e n te rp rise and adventure, *nd 
who h a d left h a p p y homes iu the Atlantic 
States to Eeek fo rtu n e in California’s El 
Dorado. 
We who were of the vast army of 
Argonauts look back to that period aa 
possessing charms that amply repaid oa 
for all the toils and privations we en­ 
dured and the risks which we ran. Thia 
is our habit of thought. There ia a 
glamour in the experiences of youth which 
age invests with a fascination that does 
not bear the test of serious examination. 
And when we come to compare the 
actualities of those experiences with the 
advantages which the young men of to­ 
day enjoy in California, we realize how 
much better it is to be a Native Son th»w 
it was to have been an Aor rnaut. 
Let us draw the lines of comparison» 
and I will take my own case to illustrate 
one side of the picture. I arrived in 
California at the age of nineteen. That 
is the time when the mind and the char­ 
acter are in their formative stage; when 
the softening influences of the homo 
circle and contact with the gentler sex 
bring ont and educate the refining traite 
of manhood; when access to schools and 
libraries, and friction with cultivated 
intellects, expand and educate the mind. 
None of these advantages were ours. 
We were caBt into a maelstrom of mas­ 
culinity—but a very strong and virile 
masculinity—in which everyone had te 
paddle his own canoe, and get cat of the 
vortex as best ho could. 
How different is it now with our jeu~ 
neste dorte—for you are eur “golden 
youth!” See what advantages you have 
over those your seniors possessed. You 
have the inestimable benefits of home 
iufluences. You are surrounded with 
the moral forces of established and ac­ 
tive religious societies. You have every 
facility tor cultivating and perfecting the 
talents that are in you. If you incline 
to music, the best teachers are at your 
service; if you seek the higher educa­ 
tion, you have an unsurpassed Univer­ 
sity whose doors are wide open to you. 
There is no knowledge within the whole 
wide range of human ken that ia not 
available to yon in thia State. You 
have churches, lyceums, theaters, libra­ 
ries, conservatories, schools, colleges, 
observatories—every conceivable insti­ 
tution where the moral and intellectual 
attributes of your nature may be ex­ 
panded and gratified. But, above all, 
you have what we had not—you have 
the companionship of the fair sex—tho 
•oft and tender influences of woman. 
Just think of one hundred thousand 
young men, with not even a second-best, 
much lees a best girl, into whose ears to 
pour the thoughts that burn in the mas­ 
culine heart between the ages of 19 and 
30! 
Compare, for a moment, your 
boundless wealth of melting beauties to 
our sad and lonely situation, with “no 
one to love, none to caress,” and then 
tell us who is to be envied—the young 
man of ’49 or the young man of ’89? 
In all that psrtains to the moral, in­ 
tellectual and physical welfare of the 
human race the young men of today 
possess infinite advantages over those 
possessed by the young men who came 
here in 1849. Indeed, if it were other­ 
wise there wonld be just reason to des­ 
pise the Pioneer. His was the duty to 
lay broad and deep and strong the foun­ 
dations of a new State, so that those who 
came after him could say: “ Well 
done!” He found California a wilder­ 
ness, and he addressed all his energies 
to erecting her into a commonwealth the 
peer of any of her older sisters in all the 
attributes that go to miike up a prosper­ 
ous and polished community. How well 
he has succeeded is attested by our 
splendiily-built cities; by our unsur- 
paosed system of public education; by 
our contributions to art and seience; by 
our wonderful development in all the 
material industries; by our teeming 
fields, our grupe-laden vineyards, our 
golden-fruited orchards; by our phe­ 
nomenal wealth and our marvelous farm 
producti m s; by the fact that our State 
has become a granary and a perennial 
garden spot. 
To the young men of today I would 
say: Take up the good work where wa 
have left off. There is a still greater 
future—a higher and a prouder destiny— 
in store for California than that she has 
as yet achieved. The million and s 
quarter of inhabitants she now has are 
but as a drop in the backet to the teem­ 
ing population she is capable of sustain­ 
ing and which she is destined to have at 
no distant period. 
fieize your advantage. Equip your- 
s'lves for the matchless opportunities 
that are before you. Go steadily forth in 
the straight path of duty. Be true to 
yourselves and to principle. Exercise 
your talents in the direction of a eareer 
of usefulness. 
Govern your passions: 
restrain your appetites; be temperate in 
all things, l^t prudence and economy 
bo linked in you with foresight and 
energy, and every one of you may in the 
end reap a rich harvest and an enduring 
reward.

The selection from Virginias by Miss 
Cora Foy was one of the beat numbers 
on the programme. Miss Foy gave the 
difficult recitation of the death scene in s 
manner that won the plaudits of her 
hearers. 
She was followed by Professor William 
Arend, who gave a solo on the saxaphone 
solo, with cornet obligato. The selection 
was “ Alice, Where Art Thou,” and was 
rendered in so pleasing a manner that an 
encore was demanded and given. 
Ex-Mayor W. H. Workman was called 
ui»on to make the closing address, Hon. 
R. F. Del Valle, who had been expected 
to speak, not being present. Mr. Work­ 
man said that he was like Mayor Hazard 
in one respect, having been bom a little 
too soon to be a Native Son. He spoke 
of the early days in this State, and of the 
many trials and tribulations which the 
pioneers had to overcome on tbe six 
months’ trip which was then required to 
reach the Golden State. 
President Griffith then announced 
dancing in order, and the floor was 
cleared, and to the music of the orches­ 
tra the audience amused themselves un­ 
til early this morning.

T h e C ap tain and One Man E scape 
an d H ide T h e ir Money in a 
B a tte r K eg. 


The mortal rem ains of an old note 
book, bound in im itation alligator skin, 
was picked up on tbe sidewalk nearly in 
front of the Nadeau yesterday. 
It con­ 
tains some entries in lead pencil of a 
cabalistic nature. 
Iaside the leaves of 
the book were a pawn ticket for a watch, 
a pass over the Los Angeles County road, 
good for the rest of this year, and a poll 
tax receipt, all in the nam e of Hugh 
Dixon. 
All this would not be rem arkable, nor 
call for more than an announcement of 
the find, in order that the loser might 
come to the H erald office and get the 
book, as he may now. But, besides the 
above, the book contained in its leaves a 
letter which contains news of the utmoet 
im portance 
to 
all 
the 
people 
of 
Los 
Angeles who desire to 
secure 
riches at a very easy rate. 
This letter 
gives details of an attack made on 
ship, evidently Englieh, in which all the 
crew excepting the Captain and one man 
were killed by Mexican pirates. 
The 
two who escaped took away in a small 
boat all the treasure in their vessel and 
buried it in a butter keg in Santa Monica 
cañón. 
H ere is the le tte r: 
“ St. J o h n , N. B., June 5, 1885. 
“ D ear F riend S am—I heard th at you 
were in Los Angeles and so 1 thought I 
wonld drop you a few lines. 
I have 
had good health lately. I saw your sis­ 
ter at Moor’s Mills. She is well. 
I have 
been here for two years and shall stay 
h ere the rest of my life. 
I heard that 
yoa 
got 
m arried. 
By 
the 
way, 
I 
was going to 
tell you abont a 
casket of 
money 
that 
we 
buried 
about two miles west of Santa Monica. 
I believe they call it the old town. 
We 
cam e in there and were attacked by the 
Mexicans, and all of the crew were 
killed but Captain Frasure and me, and 
we got everything off the ship that waB 
worth anything, and went in a small 
boat, and went in a small stream abont 
300 yards and buried it in an old Span­ 
ish fort. 
It is in the first curve of the 
river on the right hand side. 
I drew 
m ap of the place, and I intended to go 
back and get it, but we both went to 
England, and the Captain died. 
He has 
been dead for three years, and I am 72 
years old now, and I never intend to 
got it. 
I have no idea how much 
w as in the keg. It wbb buried in a but­ 
te r keg.

BUNCH ARRESTED. 


M o ra les 
C h a rg ed 
W llh 
H e lp in g 
S te a l H o rses. 
Yesterday m orning Constable Frank 
Benedict, of 
Santa Monica, brought 
George W. Bunch to Los Angeles from 
San Bernardino, where he was arrested 
on Sunday night on a charge of grand 
larceny, for stealing horses from the Ca- 
malos ranch and also from Santa Monica. 
Constable Benedict stated that he had 
been following Bnnch for sever.il days. 
He got track of him at Anaheim, and 
followed him to Y orba and several other 
places, finally ascertaining 
that 
he 
had been seen near the Indian settle­ 
ment near San Bernardino. 
He eaid 
that a num ber of timeB he was only an 
hour or so behind Bunch, and on one 
occasion juet missed a train that carried 
tbe fugitive away from him . On Satur­ 
day Benedict arrived at San Bernardino 
and went ont with Sheriff Seymour to 
look for Bunch. They did not return 
until Sunday 
afternoon, 
when they 
found that Bunch had been captured in 
the town by one of Sheriff Seymour’s 
deputies. 
Bunch was at one time a boon 
companion of Morales, and Constable 
Benedict says he believes that he was 
concerned m nearly all the horse-stealing 
with which Morales has been charged. 
Bunch met Morales at a dance in Kin- 
con some time in the early part of July. 
They started out for San Diego together 
and camped the first night on the shore 
of Lake Elsinore, and the night follow­ 
ing at Pechanga, an Indian rancheria, 
having carefully avoided Murrieta and 
Temecula on the way to the latter place. 
The next night they were at Mt. Fair- 
view, and the following morning passed 
through Moosa cañón and Escondido to 
San Dieguito, stopping that night at the 
ranch of Jose Morales. 
The next day was hot, and Morales, 
falling in with some boon companions, 
who were strangers to Bnnch, all but 
the latter got gloriously drank on wine 
procared at a place known as Juan Cas­ 
tro’s saloon. 
It was at this time that as 
the party were riding along on horse­ 
back Morales pulled his pistol out and 
shot Bunch twice. It was just before 
this trip that the horses were taken from 
the Camuloa rancho and sold at Ana­ 
heim. It is believed th at the shooting 
was the resalt of a quarrel over the 
division of the spoils. Constable Bene' 
diet will interview Morales, and if pos­ 
sible have him brought here to testify 
against Bunch. 


TH E CITY FDN Ü á. 


T h e r ia a n c e C o m m ittee H i l l A sk 
fo r F u r th e r T im e . 
A week ago yesterday two bids were 
received by the City Council for the care 
of the city funds, in answer to an adver­ 
tisem ent inserted under the provisions 
of the new charter. One of these was 
from the Farm ers and M erchants Bank, 
w hich offered to pay interest at the rate 
of 8 per cent, per year, and the other 
t i i from the National Bank of Califor­ 
nia at the rate of 2 per cent, per year. 
These bids were referred to the Finance 
Committee, and it was naturally sup­ 
posed that a recommendation would be 
made that the highest bid be accepted, 
hut it appearH th a t this will not be the 
case. The Finance Committee has been 
discussing the subject all week, but ap­ 
parently has come to no conclusion, for 
at its meeting it decided to report to tbe 
Council today as follows: 
“ In re loaning the city money, your 
com mittee will state that as there have 
arisen many questions of importance as 
to the Advisability and legality of loaning 
said money, and as one of the committee 
is unavoidably absent on account of sick­ 
ness in his family, your committee would 
respectfully ask that they be given one 
week’s farther time within which to 
report.” 
It is stated th at there are several rea­ 
sons why the committee does not care to 
make a recommendation at present. One 
of them is that the rest of tne members 
of tbe Council who have been inter­ 
viewed on the snbject have not arrived 
a t a definite conclusion as to the right 
course to pursue. For some reason the 
fact that the highest bid comes from the 
Fanners and M erchants Bank eeems to 
be the main cause of the reluctance to 
act in accordance with the provisions of 
the charter, which are as follows: 
“ The bank offering the highest rate of 
iaterest shall be appointed the deposi­ 
tory of public moneys.” 
There is another reason why 
the 
m atter is being delayed for further 
veetigation. 
It is a'ated that the City 
Treasurer has decided objections to the 
Council ordering him to keep the city 
money in anv place. 
The statem ents 
made are to the effect that he has given 
bonds for the faithful performance of his 
dnty, and that if the money is taken out 
of his hands his boodamen may w ith­ 
draw. 
It is also stated that he claims 
th at the provision of the new charter re­ 
lating to the letting out of the city money 
la invalid. 
This section of the city charter reads 
aa follows in reference to the Treasurer: 
“ The Council shall direct the City Treas­ 
urer to deposit each day when such bank 
ia open for transaction of business, with 
the b an k thus selected,all public moneys 
of said city by him collected or re­ 
ceived. 
“ For each snch deposit the Treasurer 
shall take the receipt of the bank, and 
frem and after the aepoeit of snch money 
in eaid bank the Treasurer and hie 
bondsmen shall no longer be liable 
therefor. 
“ Should the City Treasurer refuse or 
neglect at any time to comply with the 
oraera of the Council, ee to th e deposit of 
each moneys, he shall he liable upon 
hie official bond in an action brought 
thereon, by and in tbe nam e of eaid cor­ 
poration, for tbe fall am ount of the inter- 
M t which the corporation should have 
reoeived upon each moneys daring snch 


STR EET NUMBERING. 


S u e e e N tlo u i to th e C o u n c il by 8u 
p e r ln te n d e n t F r le su e r . 
Superintendent Friesner, of the Public 
Schools, in a communication to the 
Council says: 
It is necessary that we 
know the correct address of every child 
attending the public schools. 
Ordinance 
No. 48 (new series), ia which your body 
simplified the naming of streets will aid 
us very much. The greatest difficulty, 
however, is yet to be removed. I refer 
to the num bering of houses. There are 
hundreds of houses not num bered at all 
and many others incorrectly numbered. 
To illustrate, a house on Figueroa street 
just south of Washington 6treet is num- 
oered 285 and the one on the opposite 
side of the street 1,406. 
Both are evi­ 
dently wrong, because the numbers in 
the corresponding block on M ain street 
begin, witn 1,700. I can cite many other 
equally prominent errors. In order to 
remedy these evils and secure uniform­ 
ity I respectfully suggest that section 5 
of ordinance 74, dated March 13, 1883, 
be so amended as to em iody the follow­ 
ing: 
First. T hat there be no numbers be­ 
low 100; that is that the first number 
north of First street and east or west of 
Main street begin with 100 and that a 
new hundred begin at each succeeding 
block from the starting point. 
Second. That all streets running par 
allel with Main street be numbered as if 
they began at First street and all streetB 
which parallel First street be numbered 
as if they began at Main street. 
The num bers in opposite blocks of par­ 
allel streets would then correspond with 
one 
another. 
Illustration: 
Orange 
street begins at Pearl street and extends 
wes parallel with First street. The first 
num ber on Orange street should be 001 
to correspond with the first num ber on 
First west of Pearl street. 
Third. That section 6 of said ordi­ 
nance No. 74 be enforced.

Santa Monica is too qaiet a place to 
make much of a hurrah about anything, 
and even the fact that today was Admis­ 
sion Day failed to quicken the public 
pulse.

Avalon, September S, 1889. 
The experiences of last Monday, when 
a raft of yellow tail crowded into our lit­ 
tle harbor, and every m an, woman and 
child in Avalon went ont and caught 
from one to ten each, have not been re­ 
peated. That waB a phenomenal visit, 
and it may be years before we look upon 
its like again. The glowing descriptions 
of this episode, which appeared in the 
H erald and other papers, excited the 
sporting proclivities in many of the old 
habitues of Avalon who had gone home, 
and brought them back here in large 
numbers. The 
catch continued very 
favorable h r two or three days, but after 
Friday the 
finny beauties took them ­ 
selves to other parts, and there has been 
a lull in results such as has greatly dis­ 
couraged those who cam e here to renew 
their old-time sports. Friday only half 
a dozen yellow tails were landed on the 
beach. Saturday the 
thing 
bectfme 
worse, and today there has been abso­ 
lutely no catch worth mentioning. 
One 
large yellow tail was caught in the bay, 
but outside there was neither am ber uor 
bottom fish to be had. 
George K. Porter, Jesse Yarnell and 
J . J. Melius came down yesterday se­ 
verely intent on landing a jew fish. They 
started for Seal rock this morning on the 
Wanda, but they found the sea bo rough 
and the tide-swell so high that they did 
nothing. 
Indeed the tide-swell has been 
so tremendous all along the island coast 
for the 
past twenty-four hours that 
everybody ascribes the almost ulter pov­ 
erty of fish to that cause. I believe they 
are right. The full moon has brought 
the spring tides, and there seems to be 
the tail-end of a far-away storm bat­ 
tering at our coast. The wash on tbe 
beaches ia unusually strong and high, 
and even Bwimming is interfered with by 
the great commotion. 
There seems to be but very little dimin­ 
ution in the number of campers and ho­ 
tel visitors here. Today’s excursion was 
well up to the m ark of those at the 
height of the season, and there are a 
number of prominent Los Angoleños 
here who have booked themselveo at the 
hotel for eight or ten days. Amongst 
these are Mr. J. 8. Slausson and sou. 
Colonel Morford and daughters, Mr. and 
Mrs. Hadock, and Mrs. Beeson. 
There 
are others who will only remain a day or 
two. 
The Paloma and Rambler are in port, 
and qnite a fleet of smaller craft. 
One of the great troubles of the beach 
is to get bait when you want it. Many a 
fine day’s spoit has been nipped in the 
bud by the intending fishermen finding, 
when they got up early in the morning, 
that there was no bait to be had. 
I 
think if I kept the hotel I would remedy 
this. Fishing is a great attraction, and 
when it has to be given up for the want 
of bait one feels as if he had wasted his 
time. The only bait that can be success­ 
fully used for trolling is smelt and sar­ 
dines. These are caught in seines. But 
the only seine permanently here belongs 
to an old islander, who draws it only 
when he feels like it. 
Occasionally 
Italian fishermen come over with a 
seine, bnt they are not anxious to sell 
bait. They say, “ We sell ten cents 
worth of bait and the hotel gets ten dol­ 
lars worth of fish for nothing. We keep 
our bait and sell our fish.” 
Next year, it is to be hoped that there 
will be a reform in this oait business, 
and that somebody interested in keeping 


a crowd of paying visitors on the Island 
will make it a business to supply all who 
want to go fishing with bait. 
The weather is fine and promises to 
continue so. 
Indeed, persons who have 
spent the winter here say they prefer it 
to the sum m er season.

A FATAL ACCIDENT. 


A L ittle B o y C r u sh ed by a L o g a t 
L o n g H ea clt. 
A fatal accident occurred yesterday 
morning at 10 o’clock at Long Beach. 
At that tim e two sm all boys named 
Joseph Dubba and W. N. Blackman 
were playing on the beach near the West 
End bath house. 
The eea was running 
rather high at the tim e and ttie waves 
were dashing high over the sand. The 
boys caught sight of a large log which 
had been broken from the wharf the 
night before, and as it washed ashore 
they ran to haul it out of the water. One 
end of the log was firmly imbedded in 
the sand, and thinking to hold the other 
end steady, the boys climbed over it. 
At this moment a larger wave than had 
rolled in for some minutes caught the 
swaying end and swung it around. The 
Dubbs boy lost his balance and in Borne 
way fell under the swaying log, and as 
the wave reached its full height it landed 
on his head and chest, crushing him so 
that he expired almost instantly. W . L. 
Bosbvshell and ex-Deputy District Attor­ 
ney Dunlap, who were not far away, ran 
to the spot and extricated the boy, but it 
was too late. Dr. Huckins, who arrived 
on the scene a few minutes later, found 
life extinct. Tne boy was but 11 years 
of age, and went to LoDg Beach only a 
few weeks ago with his mother, who is 
from Boston and was in California for 
her health. 
Coroner Meredith held an 
inquest during the afternoon, and the 
jury found a verdict of accidental death. 
The body will be Bent to Boston for inter­ 
ment. 


A DOUBLE INQUEST.

death suffered considerably. 
He said

self. 
The principal witness at the ¡Dquest. 
was Mrs. Crocker, who told the story of 
the shooting substantially as published 
in the H erald yesterday morning. 
She 
said that after MrB. McGnffrie had conle 
in to see her husband, he aeked her 
about some man whom he had seen at 
the ranch. 
Mrs. McGuffrie told him 
that it was only a hired man. 
He then 
aBked Mrs. McGuffrie to return to him , 
but she refuseij, and then he drew his 
revolver and shot her as stated. 
The Coroner’s jury brought in verdicts 
to the effect that Mrs. McGnffrie had 
come to her death at the hands of her 
husband, and that Jam es McGuffrie had 
committed suicide. 
Mrs. McGuffrie was 
a native of England, 43 years of age, and 
Jam es McGuffrie was 
of

same 
nativity, 48 years of age.

Physicians in search of climatic aid 
have beon led to send their patients to 
the various summer placeB of note, such 
as the Catskill and Adirondack mount­ 
ains of New York; the White mountains 
of New H am pshire; Berkshire, Mass.; 
Atlantic City and Long Branch, N. J . ; 
Aiken, 8. C .; Asheville, N. C .; Denver, 
Col., and numerous other places at 
hom e, as well as many renowned places 
abroad. 
After careful study of this climate, I 
will attem pt to show that we can add to 
the lista health resort of superior advan­ 
tages, the Pacific Slope of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, and particularly as a summer re­ 
sort. A visit to this sunny land of a 
Section of country lying along the Pacific 
Coast, situated between latitude thirty- 
two and thirty-five degieea north, and 
between longitude one hundred and 
Seventeen and one hundred and twenty 
degrees west, and comprising a portion 
of each of the four counties of San Diego, 
Los Angeles, Ventura and Santa Bar­ 
bara, very favorably impresses the writer 
of the superior natural sanitary advan­ 
tages offered, as being an almost perfect 
health resort# 
Much has been said and written in 
reference to this section of country, as 
being a very favorable winter resort. 
But as a summer resort it is far super­ 
ior. 
Both seasons, however, have their 
own peculiar advantages, and as a winter 
resort it has uo equal. 
And Southern 
California is rightly term ed “the sunny 
land,” “ the land of blue sky,” “ the 
paradise of the world.” 
In speaking of this, I have reference 
to that elope of land along the coast, 
from the city of 8an Diego to Santa 
Barbara, extending eastward for fifty 
miles from the coast to what is known as 
the Sierra Madre mountains, including 
the fertile 
valleys 
and 
undulat­ 
ing foothills and 
mountain spurs, 
until an elevation of 
(5,000 feet 
is reached; and in which is contained 
the prosperous cities of Los Angeles, San 
Diego, Pasadena, Santa Barbara, Santa 
Ana, etc., aud the seaside resorts of 
Santa Monica, Long Beach, Coronado 
and Catalina island, at which placeB 
bathing in the snrf of the Pacific gives 
new charm and zest to our wearied ex­ 
istence. 
Let us carefully make note of the fol­ 
lowing tables, as compiled from the 
United States Signal Service Reports of 
the Los Angelos station. 
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From the above tables we learn that 
the temperature for the warmer six 
m onths is a very few degrees higher 
that the colder six m onths; that during 
the heated part of the day the 
mercury runs very little higher during 
the summer than during the w inter; 
that the mean relative humidity is com­ 
paratively lower in summer than in 
w inter; and we have more clear and 
fair days, and less cloudy days, and no 
rainy days in summer, giving us every 
day to be out of doors. 
From the above tables we learn that 
during the warmer six months we had, 
out of the 184 days, 100 char days, 68 
fair days, or 168 sunshine days, and only 
16 cloudy days. Of the 16 cloudy days, 
only on six different days did rain fall; 
three light showers occurred in daytim e, 
and three light showers at night. Dur­ 
ing these six warmer m onths we find 
that the highest temperature was only 
98 degrees Fahrenheit, and from United 
States Signal Service reports I find that 
it reached this point but twice, once in 
the month of September and once in the 
m onth of October. And on but very few 
days did 
the temperature run up 
in the nineties. Generally the tem pera­ 
ture, during the hottest part of the 
day,rarely reaches 95 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and this always occurs be'ween the hours 
of 10 a. m . and 2 p. m., after which 
there is a cool breeze blowing from the 
ocean. The heat, therefore, is at no 
tim e oppressive, but tbs weather is 
always comfortable, always cool in the 
shade; and as night approaches it grows 
from ten to twenty degrees cooler, m ak­ 
ing it very comfortable, and necessary at 
all times of the year to sleep under 
blankets. 
As the nights are always 
cool, one gets good, restful sleep, 
from which he awakes refreshed. 
It 
in 
generally 
remarked 
that 
a 
person 
requires 
more 
sleep 
in this climate than in a colder one—at 
least he is inclined to sleep more, and 
the consumptive rests in peace. It is to 
be noticed that we have no foggy days. 
But at certain tim es of the year, as night 
approaches, a fog blows in from the 
ocean, and sometimes in the morning we 
have a high fog, having the appearance 
of being cloudy. The relative humidity 
falls as the temperature rises, thus reliev­ 
ing us of that depressing feeling daring 
the heated term . Take any given day, 


the temperature at 7 a. m. being 70 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit, the relative humidity is 
about eighty-five per cent. From 10 a. 
m . to 1 p. m ., the hottest part of the day, 
when the temperature may be 85 or 90 
degrees Fahrenheit, the relative humidity 
will be as low as fifty-five or sixty per 
cent. 
From this we learn why the heat is 
never oppressive, and why sunstrokes 
never cc ur, and why one does not sweat 
away in perspiration and seek the ice- 
cooler for comfort. 
From the above table it will be seen 
that there are only four of the six warmer 
months where the average temperature 
reaches.only 67 degrees Fahrenheit. And 
we also learn that the mean temperature 
for the bíx warmer m onths, for the past 
ten years, has been at the average stand­ 
ard of only 67 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
months of May and October are of about 
the same temperature, or several degrees 
cooler, averaging about 62 degrees 
Fahrenheit for the past ten years. 
Here, in the six warmer m onths, we 
find comfort and peace from oppressive 
heat in a balmy climate. The clearness 
and purity of the atmosphere is rem ark­ 
ably refreshing and invigorating. There 
are no windy, nor wet, nor damp, nor 
foggy days, which gives us every day to 
be out in the open air, inhaling a pure 
aseptic atmosphere. 
Dr. Bodington, of 
Warwickshire, forty years ago, said: 
“To live in, and breathe freely, the open 
air, without being deterred by wind or 
weather, is one im portant and essential 
remedy in arresting the progress of 
phthisis.” 
Regarding the attractiveness of the 
scenery, those who have travelled much 
and visited this section of country are at 
once captivated with its grandeur and 
beauty, and generally concur in the 
opinion that there is no place so charm­ 
ing. It abounds in majestic mountain 
heights and cliffs, and romantic cañons 
and ravines, and fertile valleys of exquis­ 
ite beauty, and rippling streams finding 
their way from the mountains to the great 
Pacific. Loe Angeles, from its central 
position, can boast of many attractive 
drives over good roads to local places of 
interest, over rounding bluffs and beau­ 
tiful valleys, to points commanding 
views of billowy hills and distant am ­ 
phitheatre of mountains, of moBt beauti­ 
ful scenery, and a charming foothill 
drive to the ocean. 
Los Angeles is a beautiful, thriving 
city of about 80,000 inhabitants. 
The 
principal streets are paved with asphalt 
or bituminous rock, and are kept clean 
by being swept clean every night. An 
outfall sewer to the ocean is soon to be 
constructed. 
The resident portion of the city con­ 
tains some of the most beautiful homes 
in America. 
They are surrounded by 
large green lawns, laid out with ex 
quisite tastq and beauty, and contain a 
variety of evergreen trees and palms, 
and semi-tropical plants and flowers of 
all descriptions. 
There is a beautiful 
park in the heart of the city, and several 
other parks are being laid out and deco­ 
rated iu an elaborate manner. 
The city contains numerous finely con­ 
structed private hotels for the accommo­ 
dation of the tourist and invalid, built in 
the resident portion of the city, away 
from the noise of the business portion of 
the city. 
Seventeen miles westward from Los 
Angeles 
is 
the 
seaside 
resort, 
Sauta 
Monica, 
where surf-bathing 
•n the warm coast stream is moet 
enjoyable, and can be indulged in every 
month in the year. Twenty miles south­ 
ward is the Beaaide resort, Long Beach, 
and five miles from this, westward, is 
the Port of San Pedro, where a steamer 
awaits the tourist for an ocean voyage of 
thirty miles, to Catalina island, which 
piace is a rapidly growing, popular sum­ 
mer resort. Good hotels with good ac­ 
commodation will be found at each of 
theee places, open to tourists during the 
summer months. 
About one hundred mileB southward 
from Los Angeles is Coronado Beach, 
with its renowned Hotel del Coronado of 
750 rooms, beautifully situated, with 
grounds laid out with exquisite taste and 
beauty, and wide, magnificent views of 
mountain, ocean and bay scenery, and 
whose surf-bathing is most pleasant and 
enjoyable, and where the sunny days 
pass away almost like a dream. 
Regarding the healthfulness of this 
section of Southern California, statistics 
prove it to be the most healthful spot in 
America. From the Board ot Health re­ 
ports of the prevailing diseases, we learn 
that cholera infantum is an almost 
unknown disease among the little 
ones, which in onr eastern cities 
carries away thousands npon thousands 
dui ing the summer months. Diarrhoea 
and dysentery, which also swell the 
death-list up in the tens of thousands, 
are indeed of very rare occurrence, and 
the fear of the death of the babe from 
these diseases, by those mothers who 
have lived East, is a thing of the past 
with them. 
As there is no stagnant water nor damp 
soil for the decomposition of vegetable 
matter for the development of malaria, 
interm ittent and rem ittent fevers are 
equully as rare. 
The purity of the water, which is 
derived from the mountains, which 
is free from contamination of sewerage 
aud decompoaed anim al or vegetable 
m atter, gives us almost perfect im m un­ 
ity from the more common zymotic dis­ 
eases. 
W hen, however, such diseases 
do occur they usually run a mild course. 
The even state of the temperature, 
with no days of oppressive heat; the 
purity of the atmosphere, with a low rel­ 
ative humidity ; and every day to be out 
of doors, makes this section of the coun­ 
try a most desirable one for consump­ 
tives. A patient with phthisis ehould 
come here in due time and remain at 
least two or threo years, when in all 
probability, with due care, the progress 
of the disease will be arrested. Many 
such persons I see daily. The same may 
be said of those who are afflicted with 
diseases of the kidneys. 
Having a climate here which is con­ 
ducive to sleep, and which acts as a se­ 
dative to the nervous system to the many 
who are afflicted with nervous trouble, 
the result of overwork, or from other 
causes, for them no better place can be 
found on the face of the globe. 
A case of pneumonia, which recently 
occurred in my practice, I here desire to 
report, as it will give evidence of the 
mildness and aseptic condition of the at 
raosphere, and show how such a fatal 
disease as pneumonia can he successfully 
treated in this climate. The patient, a 
young man, 22 years of age, had been 
working on street paving. On the night 
of May 2d he had the initial chill and 
pain on his right side below the nipple. 
He was very anxious to keep at hie 
work, and did so until the 8th inst., when, 
almost exhausted and greatly emaci­ 
ated, he consulted me for shortness of 
breath and soreness of the right side of 
hiB cheBt. 
On examination I found 
there was consolidation of the whole of 
the right lung. 
He never kept his bed, 
but passed moat of the day out in the 
open air, sitting in the park;, as he lived 
only one block away, and walked to my 
office every day, a distance of threa 
blocks. |H e gradually recovered, and in 
the coarse of four wecVs hcTv u .t tc work 
again aa well and strong a man as ever.

The thirty-ninth anniversary of the 
admission of California into the Union 
was celebrated yesterday throughout the 
State. By statute it is a legal holiday, 
and ae a consequence business is more 
or less suspended. The Native Sons of 
the Golden West, an organization of 
great and growing^trength, took the lead 
in its celebration, and the Parlors here 
eommemora ted the occasion by an even- 
ia* of music, addresses and dance, a full 
account of which will be found in other 
columns. 
As the years pass, the exciting scenes 
that ushered California into the Union 
assume an interest of great historical 
yalue. Here was a vast and virgin terri­ 
tory that had been peopled as if by 
magic. 
The discovery of gold had 
brought hundreds of thousands of Amer­ 
icans suddenly into this State. They 
had come by sea and by land—around 
the Horn and over the plains—through 
Mexico and Central America—all urged 
on by that thirst for gold which Virgil 
described as the “auri sacra fames 
Hie mountains yielded of their golden 
treasures to these hardy adveniurers in 
fabulous quantities. 
Cities grew up as 
if the fabled genii of Aladdin w*re again 
at work. 
With the American immigra­ 
tion came gold seekers from every por­ 
tion of the globe. 
A motley population 
was met with everywhere. 
With that 
instinctive political sagacity that belongs 
peculiarly to the American, and which 
leads him to organize order out of chaos 
and government out of confusion, our 
people at once set about the erection of 
California into a State. A convention 
was held, a constitution adopted, and ap­ 
plication was made for admission into the 
Union. After one of the stormiest ses­ 
sions Congress ever experienced, the act 
was passed on the 9th of September, 
1850. The question of slavery cut an 
important figure in the debates, and the 
whole subject of the Missouri Compro 
mise was again gone over as it was gone 
over afterwards during the Kansas- 
Nebraska discussions which immediately 
preceded the Rebellion. When news was 
received here that the bill for admission 
had passed,the whole State went wild with 
joy over the fact. A great celebration was 
held in San Francisco as well as in other 
centers of population. Processions, ban­ 
kers, fireworks, firing of cannon and all 
the outward expressions of joy were let 
loose. Our Senators—Dr. Wm. M. Given 
and Colonel J. C. Fremont—had already 
gone on to Washington and taken 
their seats. Our Congressmen—G. W. 
Wright and Edward Gilbert—were there. 
Our first Governor, Peter H. Burnett, 
had been elected, and the new State, 
folly equipped, started out on a career of 
prosperity Buch as has not been paral- 
elled even in thin country of wonderful 
■uprises. 
The California of that day and the 
California of this day form a contrast 
that maiks a growth phenomenal even 
ia this age of rapid progress. In forty 
jean a wilderness has been transformed 
foto a garden spot, and canvas towns 
have been tranpmuted into etately cities 
of magnificent architecture. The miners 
found that there wan a surer road to wealth 
and established fortune in the soil of 
California than in the minerals, rich as 
her placers proved to be. They settled 
upon farms, they planted out vineyards 
and orchards, they brought into requis­ 
ition all the arts of the husbandman, and 
they built up a State that has been as 
famous for the wealth of its horticultural 
and cereal products as it bad been for its 


And yet California is only at the 
threshold of her grand possibilities. She 
has merely opened the door to the arcana 
of her illimitable resources. With irri­ 
gation and independence of the seasons 
this State will support.ten million inhab­ 
itants. As we progress, we shall find, as 
we have before found, how little we know 
af our soil’s possibilities. Where one 
acre was cultivated twenty years ago, 
ene hundred are cultivated now. Multi­ 
ply this by ten or twenty and the result 
will be the productive area a score of years 
hence. Land despised twenty years ago 
is now the most prized. Land nobody 
wants now will be the land everybody 
will cry for twenty years hence. 
California lias been and will be the 
Stats of generous surprises and of bound­ 
less possibilities. 


T h argument on the question of juris­ 
diction in the Neagle case, which will take 
place in the United States Circuit Court 
in San Francisco tomorrow, cannot fail 
to he of great interest. Attorney-General 
Johnson, of California, has not cared to 
tike part in the examination as to the 
facts. The high personal and judicial 
eharacter of Judge Field has of course 
exerted a great influence in this 
preliminary procedure. There is also 
little reason to believe that Neagle 
would be convicted in any court. Thoee 
who condemn his action the moet 
etroagly have scant expectation of his 
practically escaping punishment whether 
he shook! be tried in a State or a Federal 
Bat it is of the first importance 


to know whether or no the courts of Cali­ 
fornia are to be ignored as to offences 
committed in this State. The common­ 
wealth will doubtless be represented 
creditably iu the 
argument, and 
it will be of lasting significance. 
If it should be decided that a 
citizen of California can be killed within 
the jurisdiction of this State, and that 
her tribunals have no right to take cogni­ 
zance of the offense, a great and unmis­ 
takable step will have been taken in the 
line of centralization. There is a marked 
tendency on the part of the Federal 
courts to reach out for new lines of juris­ 
diction such as might pass unnoticed in 
a time of war, but whieb challenge at­ 
tention in a time of profound peace. 
There are three ways of looking at the 
killing of Judge Terry. One is that 
which makes the Supreme Court of the 
United States a sort of peripatetic tribu­ 
nal, dependent on the personal move­ 
ments of the Judge. Another looks upon 
the killing of Terry by Neagle as hasty, 
but palliated by the circumstances, but 
thinks that the Deputy Marshal ought 
to be tried, and tried in the State 
Courts. 
Still 
another class look 
upon 
the act which sent Terry 
before his maker as cold-blooded 
murder, and they believe that he ought 
to be tried and convicted in the State 
courts. 
The H era ld inclines to the 
second of these hypotheses, and hopes 
that the fair State of California will 
emerge from the ordeal tomorrow with 
the concession by the Federal courts that 
she has some rights which those tribu­ 
nals are bound to respect. 


Angelen os have been looking to the 
completion of the railway from Salt 
Lake to Los Angeles to give them the 
cheap and excellent coals of Southwest­ 
ern Utah. This road will doubtless 
reach here within the next eighteen 
months, but we shall not be obliged to 
wait so long as that for cheap fuel. Sen­ 
ator John P. Jones and Mr. D. O. Mills 
own inexhaustible mines of coal 
Alaska, and they are about to put veseels 
on the waters between Alaska and Los 
Angeles to supply this section with the 
needed fuel. It has been estimated, and 
our authority for the statement is Sena­ 
tor Jones himself, that this coal can be 
sold here for $4 a ton and leave an ample 
profit to the mine owners. With an 
abundance of good coal at such 
low figure, Los Angeles cannot fail to 
become a great smelting center. The 
country around Owens’ Lake, Panamint 
and Darwin is inimitably rich in smelt­ 
ing cres, and the Carson and Colorado 
Railway is already at Keeler. From 
Keeler to Mojave is a distance of one 
hundred miles, with no difficulties of 
construction. 
The day is net distant 
when, with cheap transportation and 
supplies, the greatest output of smelting 
ores ever recorded on this Coast will be 
chronicled in this interesting mineral re­ 
gion, and they will be smelted at a point 
in the immediate neighborhood of Los 
Angeles. Manufactures of iron and the 
other base metals will also follow this 
era of cheap fuel. All doubts of the An­ 
gelic City’s soon becoming a great manu­ 
facturing center is dispelled from the 
minds of those who have paid attention 
to prospective fuel and railway develop­ 
ments. 


THE CRONIN CASE. 


True History of the Carlson 
Cottage Evidence. 


OFFICER ROBINSON’S DISCLOSURE 


Damaging Evidence Against Burke, 
Knnze and Cooney—No 
Jury Yet. 


T h e accounts from the South for some 
weeks past are such as to lead to grave 
anxiety for the future. That some etrong 
and pernicious influence is at work 
amongBt large sections of the colored 
men cannot be doubted. Fears of a race 
war are probably exaggerated, as there 
can scarcely be any very extended or­ 
ganization amongst the blacks, 
lamentable feature of the situation is the 
great increase in the crime of rape, com­ 
mitted by colored men upon white 
women. This heinous offense is nat­ 
urally calculated to provoke the whites 
to frenzy and to lead to retaliatory ex 
cesses. One pleasing feature of the situ­ 
ation is that no elections are in progress 
in the South of sufficient gravity to start 
northern demagogues of the bloody shirt 
tendency into vicious activity. Foraker, 
however, will probably be beard from on 
this issue before the Ohio campaign has 
ended.

C h ic a g o , September 9 .— It eeeniB that 
although a great deal of matter has been 
published about the Cronin murder, the 
true story of the discovery of the evi­ 
dence at the Carlson cottage is now told 
for the first lime. 
It is also singular 
that the reporters who were working on 
the case never discovered that on the 
night of May 7th two men, now supposed 
to have been Kuñze and Cooney, were 
arrested, taken to Lakeview Station, and 
discharged in the morning by Captain 
Wing. A local paper Btated recently 
that tbere was a certoin Irish officer on 
tho Lakeview police force who was sus­ 
pected of direct implication in the case. 
Other similar statements were subse­ 
quently printed, and the officer deter­ 
mined to tell bis story. 
OFFICER ISAAC ROBINSON 
Hasbeen on the Lukeview police force 
several years and has always borne a 
good reputation. He was not a member 
of any Irish secret society. At different 
times before the murder Robinson no­ 
ticed men going in and out of tho Carl­ 
son cottage, and asked Carlson about it. 
Carlsou told him he had rented the cot­ 
tage to two men who expected to move in. 
On the night of May 6th Robinson saw a 
man crawling out of the basement 
of the cottage whom he now believes to 
have been Burke. In reply to the offi­ 
cer’s queries he said he was one of the 
renters and had been looking in the 
basement with a view to storing furni­ 
ture. Robinson was not satisfied, but 
bad no authority to arrest the man. The 
next night he came upon two men talk­ 
ing together in front of a little real-eetate 
office south of the Carlson cottage. They 
had the door of the office open and were 
talking about 
HIDING SOMETHING UNDER THE FLOOR. 
One of them, who spoke in broken 
English with a German accent, told the 
officer that they had lost their way and 
wanted to get down town. He said thev 
were painters and lived on theWest Side*. 
Robinson wanted to know why they 
stood there talking if anxious to got down 
town, and the other man, who spoke 
with an Irish accent answered evasively. 
Robinson determined to arrest them. As 
he started for the patrol box a man ran 
acrosB from the direction of O’Sullivan’s 
barn and demanded to know’ what he 
was doing. Robinson recognized this 
person 
as 
the 
man 
he 
had 
eeen crawling 
from 
the base­ 
ment of the Carlson cottage, and 
answered sharply that if the stranger 
said much he would take him along too. 
The man said no more, and Robinson 
took bis prisoners to the station, where 
they repeated the story they first told 
him. In the morning they were re­ 
leased by Captain Wing’s orders, that 
officer saying: “What is the use of send­ 
ing them to Bridewell, to coat the cily 
twenty-five cents a day ?” 
The two men thus discharged, it is 
now balieved by Officer Robinson, were 
KUNZB AND COONEY. 
Their description answers to that of the 
two suspects very closely. At the time 
of their arrest it was not generally be­ 
lieved that Dr. Cronin had been mur­ 
dered. Two nights later Robinson pays 
he saw one of the men be had arrested 
coming out of the cottage after midnight. 
He did not accoet him because he con­ 
sidered he had been rebuked by Captain 
Wing when the prisoner was discharged. 
Robinson talked with the neigh­ 
bors about the matter, and con­ 
cluded there must have been 
crime committed in the 
cottage. 
He told Carlson, and young Carlson went 
into the cottage and found the blood­ 
stains. The thought that Cronin had 
probably been killed in the place sug­ 
gested itself to Robinson, and he told 
Captain Wing of his suspicions. The 
Captain listened to the story, but did 
nothing. Three times in succession the 
officer claims to have told Wing of his 
belief that Cronin was killed in the cot­ 
tage, but nothing was done until a week 
after Cronin’s body was found, when 
Lieutenant Schuttler, who was Bent 
from down town to Lakeview, heard of 
Robinson’s suspicions and investigated 
the matter, and the cottage slory was 
then made public. 
Another officer at the station at Lake­ 
view says he knows Kunze and that he 
was not one of the two prisoners brought 
in oa the night of May 7th. He also says 
the prisoners were released by the Patrol 
Sergeant and not by Captain Wing. 
A SENSATION AT THE COTTAGE. 
There was a sensational affair at the 
Carlson cottage, the supposed scene of 
the Cronin murder tonight. Lawyer For­ 
rest, of the 
defense, with three 
companions, 
drove 
up 
to 
the 
cottage early in the evening, and paying 
the usual admission fee, entered. *Mr. 
and Mrs. Lingren, son-in-law and daugh­ 
ter of the old Carlson couple, were the 
only other persons in the cottage at the 
time. They gave the visitors the ububI 
description of the suppositious incidents 
of the murder, pointing out the blood 
stains. These latter are enclosed by a 
wooden railing to keep the relic hunters 
out. 
Forrest aakeu Lindgren the 
wherebouts of the house of the ice 
man, O’Sullivan, and Lindgren accom­ 
modatingly escorted him to the window 
and described the locality. 
While thus 
engaged Forrest’s companions jumped 
over the railing, and with sharp tools 
proceeded to remove from the floor and 
wall pieces containing blood staini. 
Lindgren, after vainly trying to make 
them desist, shouted for assistance. Old 
man Carlson came running in with 
a cocked revolver, but 
Forrest’s 
companions eiezed 
and 
disarmed 
him. 
They then re-entered their caí» 
riage, carrying with them the coveted 
trophies of their expedition. Forrest 
had been endeavoring for some time to 
secure possession of these specimens 
from the cottage, presumably to use as 
an exhibit in the trial, but the Carlsons 
have persistently refused to let them 
have them, and Judge McConnell de­ 
clined to issue an order compelling them 
to do so. 


men, who stated they had formed opin­ 
ions but could give the accused an im­ 
partial trial, were challenged by tho de­ 
fense. 
The Jndge^tcok them in hand, 
and after questioning them closely, de­ 
cided them competent. In each case 
the defense entered an exception 
and excused them peremptorily. At this 
rate the peremptory challenges will soon 
be exhausted. 
After the Court had overruled the 
challenges for cause in several other 
cases in which the circumstances were 
similar, and the talesmen had b< on per­ 
emptorily excused, Judge McConnell 
said : “ I want to say a word to the gen­ 
tlemen on both sides in reference to their 
line of challenge. As I understand the 
law—and I thick I have taken it from 
very high authority and from rules of 
practice well approved—in the early em­ 
paneling of the jury in a case which has 
been so very much discussed and po very 
much published in the newspapers as this 
has, and concerning {¡which the Sheriff 
summoning officers have gone to nearly 
all parts of the county and summoned 
nearly all classes and conditions of so­ 
ciety, if it becomes apparent that an 
ideal or a perfect jury cannot be secured ; 
that is, a jury winch has not formed any 
impressions upon the matter, then the 
Court must take the next best jury it 
can get, so long as it is a legal jury. 
So while great liberality will be 
permitted, such as this Court has per­ 
mitted in this case in the early 
empaneling of the jury, neceseavily, a’e 
the Court becomes convinced that it 
cannot be so liberal, that if it were to 
continue this course no jury could be 
empaneled, that liberality must be lim­ 
ited ; so, whatever might be the ordinary 
rules of law which govern the empan­ 
eling of a jury in an ordinary case, they 
must bend to the exigencies of 
a 
caee 
of 
more 
public 
con­ 
cern. 
Otherwise, the result would 
necessarily follow that, in certain 
iraees no jury could ever be empaneled. 
Now 1 mean to say by that, that where 
1 find those opinions are simply founded 
upon newspaper reading, and men come 
here in whose intelligence and character 
the Court is obliged to come to tho con 
elusion that, from what they say, they 
can fairly and impartially try a case of 
law and evidence, 1 shall not be so lib­ 
eral as I have been. We have already 
consumed nine days in endeavoring to 
empanpl a jury.” 
In all about twenty-five taleemen were 
examined during the day, and all of 
them were excused, either for canoe or 
on peremptory challenge. A new venire 
was ordered for tomorrow.
